Awful Fate Befalis Man Who Had 
Refused to Leave Dying 
Horse en Desert.

BRAWLEY (Cal.) Aug. 20.—

naked unable to speak or recog- 
nize his friends, Hariy 
Howard, who had been missing 
on the desert since Friday, was 
found at noon today under the 
scant shade of a mesquite bush. 

Three minutes after the party 
came upon him and while try- 
ing to render him assistance, he 
died. All that his rescuers could 
do was to lash his body to a 
horse and return to town with 
it. The spot where he was 
found was less than two miles 
from a camp at which there is 
an abundance of water, but the 
rolling nature of the country 
prevented him from finding his 
way to it.

Fast. Howard left the water 
company's construction camp 
No. 8, near Pelican Lake, on 

Thursday. They went on horse- 
back in the direction of Carrisso 
Creek, in search of some lost 
horses. On the desert Howard's 
horse was overcome by the heat. 
Fast returned for water, but 
Howard refused to leave his 
dying horse. In returning to 
camp, Fast lost his way and 
wandered about on the desert 
until late Friday night. 

A searching party started out 
Saturday to look for Howard, 
but failed to find any trace of 
him. Today a second party was 
made up and they found the 
dying man within two miles of 
camp. 

That Howard had tried in 
vain to summon aid when 
found himself unable to go 
farther, was indicated by the 
presence of a score or more of 
empty revolver shells which 
had dotted the hot sand around 
the bush. In his wanderings he 
had thrown away his clothing 
garment by garment, and when 
too weak to walk had sought 
the shade of the small bush and 
there, by firing hie revolver, 
tried to summon assistance.

While the criticisms: dn the report are 
many and some of them of a rather 
pungent nature, Los Angeles has on 
the whole fared much better than many 
other cities on which be “Committee 
of Twenty” has reported. 

There is no unfavorable criticism 
either in management or personne! of 
the force of employés of any city de- 
partment. In this Lo@ Angeles is the 
exception, hardly anothér of the thirty- 
one cities reported upon faring so well. 

Greatest fault is found with small 
water mains, poor valves and an inade- 
quate fire car system,

E FLOUNDERING “OxPRESS.” 

“That German Tariff Bogey“ is 
the caption of an editorial by which 
the Los Angeles Express essays to in- 
struct its restricted cirele of readers 
on one of the most important issues of 
the day. For concentrated misstate- 
ment of fact and cross-eyed distortion 
of inference the twilight false-alarm 
on this occasion beats All its previous 
records. From this one standpoint, in 
view of the magnitude of the task, the 
article may be adjudged & masterpiece. 
But in all other respects it is simply 
a ludicrous specimen of misinformed, 
incapable and therefore irresponsible 
journalism. 
The article professes to be based on 
“an authoritative statement on the 
subject which has been issued by ‘he 
statistical bureau of the Department 
of Commerce and Labor.’ But before 
any newspaper places stich i- 
bility on a government department. it 
should at least acquire the mere copy- 
ist ability to read figures aright and 
quote them accurately. 

Just by way of sample, let a few of 
the assertions glibly put forward with 
this show of official authority be com- 
pared with the actual facts recorded 
in the latest bulletin issued by the 
statistical bureau dealing with the 
new German tariff. Thus writes the 
learned pundit of the “Oxpress:” 
Several items are slightly in- 
creased in the maximum schedules of 
the new law, but are not ¢hanged from 
existing rates in the minimum er 
treaty schedules. In fact, scarcely 
anything has been greatly increased 
in the new minimum schedules, but 
on the contrary many material reduc- 
tions have been made.” 

Now, let some figures be taken from 
the official bulletin that purports to be 
the authority for the above statement. 
First, we shall compare present tariff 
rates with the new minimum or treaty 
rates, and for this purpos@ shall take 


three representative articlés of Amer- | 


ican production, wheat, wheat flour 
and fresh beef. The first named is 
advanced per bushel! from 23 cents to 
36 cents, the second per bushel from 
$1.55 to $2.17, and the third per hun- 
dred pounds from $1.62 to $2.92. In 
other words, the increases range, 
roughly, from 33 per cent, to 75 per 
cent. Yet the Oxpress“ gravely an- 
nounces that “scarcely anything has 
been greatly increased in the new 
minimum schedules.” cae 


However, it is not with the new min- | 


imum or treaty rates that any com- 
parison need be made. It is the new 
maximum rates that alone concern the 
United States, although the “Oxpress” 
in very perversity of blindness thinks 


otherwise. In the absence of a spe- 


cial convention between Germany and 
the United States prior to March 1, 
next year, our exports will be sub- 
jected to the new maximum tariff. 
American wheat will then have to pay 
49 cents per bushel, American flour $4 
per barrel, and American fresh beef 
$4.87 per hundred pounds, advances 
over present rates ranging from more 
than 100 per cent. to more than 250 
per cent. Quoth the editor of the “Ox- 
press: “Several items are slightly. in-

PARK COMPLETED. 

Priests and Laymen from Los An- 
geles and Many Other Places Par- 
ticipate in the Impressive Cere- 


OCEAN PARK, Aug. 20.—Rt. Rev. 
Bishop Conaty dedicated the little mis- 
sion church ef St. Clement yesterday. 
A number of Catholics from Los An- 
geles were present, together with many 
of the priests of the diocese, who were 
the guests afterward of the pastor, 
father Hennessy. The priests officiat- 
ing at the solemn high mass were Rev. 
Clement Molony, celebrant; Rev. T. J. 
O'Callaghan of Santa Monica, deacon, 
and Rev. L. Hefferman, subdeacon. As- 
sisting in the ceremony were Rev. D. 
W. J. Murphy of Hollywood, Rev. J. 
Aguilera, Rey. George Frund of Ba- 
kersfield, Rey. Raphael Fuhr of Los 
Angeles, Rev. James Reardon and a 
number of others. a: 

Bishop Conaty chose the following as 
the text for his dedicatory sermon: 
“Go teach all nations, ‘teaching them 
to observe whatsoever I have com- 
manded you, and behold I am with you 
all = until the constmmation of the 
worl 

After words of congratula tion to the 
pastor and people of Océan park, Bish- 
op Conaty spoke of the relation of the 
church to the individuaél and said that 
in the scheme of divine economy, God, 
through constituted teachers, placed 
His law before men and also well-rec- 
ognized means by which men might be 
strengthened to fulfill” the law. The

life and its to created things 
about him, comes to the conclusion 
that he is a creature of God and as 
such owes relationship to God. The his- 
tory of mankind strengthens us in the 
belief that God has come to the help of 
man in his search for religion and has 
clearly defined for him the relations be- 
tween the creator and the creature.

“The revealed word of God needs a 
teacher sent by God to man in order 
that men may be saved, that men may 
be protected from the bility of 
error, for the question af salvation is 
the most important question in man's 
life.

If it matters not what a 
man believes, then what’ need was 
there for Christ to come to teach us 
belief in His gospel as the perfection of 
the law? If one religion be just as 
good as another, then why Was it 
necessary for Christ to die on Calvary 
and expiate the sins of man through 
his sacrifice? Our belief for salvation 
must be in Christ, the Redéemer, and 
the religion which alone can save us, 
is the religion established by Him. 
We believe that the Christian religion 
is the perfect religion and. we cannot 
yield equality to any other form of re- 
ligious belief.
